: A few frame houses built before the Revolution have miraculously 
. __ survived. They are the Carraway House,(1713) now an antique shop, 
The Charles Henley house, 1771, andt e Anthony Fentress House, 
1765. Another frame house, which is on Kempsville Road, we believe 
= : to be the Nathaniel Nicholas house, built as early as 1671, but it has 
_ been so renovated that we cannot be sure of its date or the builder. 
If it seemed to be “business as usual” in this county, the leaders of 
the upper class began to worry. Many felt, hopefully, that the differ- 
ences between the colonies and the Mother Country should and 
would be resolved, and this feeling was reinforced by the clergy of the 
; Church of England who were almost solidly behind England. If it 
camé to open rebellion, it was inconceivable that England, the greatest 
seapower in the world, would not suppress it.

owned and not open to the general public. Many of them, however, 


can be spotted by sharp eyes from county roads, and we hope that 
they will be preserved.

No houses remain of the lower class, as they were poorly built and 
soon destroyed. Also, cheap land had become unavailable for newly 
freed men as the population increased. Some worked as laborers or 
overseers for others, thereby being given a place to live, but others left 
to seek their fortunes elsewhere, especially in the frontier, which had 
been opened up by Governor Spotswood. Land was available there 
for little or nothing, as it was in eastern North Carolina,. which was 
still sparsely settled at this time. * la 

But itis unlikely that many people left Princess Anne County. The 
population figure of 1690 for tithables (no women or children) for all 
of Lower Norfolk County was 1,097 (Back of Book 5, 18 Nov. 
Court). In 1783, the population count of all inhabitants of Princess 
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The other house owned by the Princess Anne County Historical 


Society is Pembroke Manor, built in 1764, but we will tell of that one 
in a later chapter, as well as others of the upper class. 


It is amazing that so many frame houses built by the middle class in 


the 18th century—nine in all—remain virtually untouched by the 
ravages of time or renovated beyond recognition. One of the most 
interesting is a sweet little house near the center of Kempsville, on 
traffic-laden Witch Duck Road. It was built, we believe, in@i774) by 
John Carraway, the grandson of the first John Carraway who had 
come here in 1644. It is now an antique shop, beautifully restored and 
furnished by the present owners and open to the public every day 
except Wednesday. It is a saltbox with a sloping roof to the back, 
unusual in this area, and is well-proportioned, with the one huge 
exterior chimney on the north side and the entrance door on the east 
corner to balance. ae, . : 


"The first John Carraway came to Lower Norfolk County ee 


indentured servant to Colonel John Sidney (Nugent’s, vol. I. p. 155). 
He could neither read nor write, as when he witnessed William 
Moseley’s will in 1655, he signed with his mark, “EC.” He had been a 
juror for a Grand Jury case in 1654 and, again, in 1663 and 1664 in a 
long drawn out suit against the Quakers. He was a witness in the 1664 


case, having seen the accused at a Quaker meeting. He had also been. 


one of the appraisers of the estate of Colonel Francis Emperor in 1662. 
Jurors and appraisers were carefully chosen for their reliability and 
knowledge. - : 

He owned land in 1663, for in that year, a grant was recorded for 
John Porter in Lynnhaven Parish, “E. by N. to John Carraway’s 
land—on the south side of the Eastern Branch of the Elizabeth River.” 
His own grant for 100 acres was finally recorded in 1695, “in Princess 
Anne County, south of the head of the E. Br. of the Elizabeth River 
... to Kemp’s patent.” In 1706, his son, now entitled “Mr. John 
Carraway, Sr.,” was granted an additional 447 acres. 

The Carraways had done well, buying other land around the 
county, until in 1773, John Carraway III bought for £ 20, “a tract of 
land on the Western Shore called ‘Labour in Vain’ containing 67 
acres.” (Antiquary—James.) This had been the land of William John- 
son, deceased, and was sold to John Carraway by his widow and his 
two sisters, co-heirs, but, he built the house now standing in Kemps 
Landing. At first, ic had only the hall and one room downstairs, with 
two rooms upstairs. Later, an additional room was added on the back, 
and still later, the outside kitchen was moved and attached to the 
house. But from the front, the house looks as it did i with the
